It is & rather remarkable thing that
mudical seience is still in such a state
of deplorabile irnoranee with regard to
the discuse of leprosy, suys the St.
Louis Globe-Demorat.  In all other ail-
ments the progress of the last twenty-
live years has been such ns to warrant
the hope that the time will come when
there is no complaint fram  which a
human being suffers which cannot boe
dingmosed and  treated with success.
But in leprosy the progress, if any, is
slow. In India to-day the leper is as
common as he was many years ago.
Youmeet him about the streets, you
see him begging under the verandas of
cvery house of the wealthy.

The lepers are isolated, cast ont from
even their own family, and it has been
recorded that the government has had
to interfere to prevent a fathor burying
his own son alive in order to prevent o
spread of the malady. In the Holy
Lamd the lepers are to Le met with
roaming about and begging from cevery
visitor, and indeed in several other
parts of the world they are to be met
with in equal numbers. The !-Iu;:lis-:‘h
government has sent out many com-
missions’ to Indin o inquire into the
subject, but so far little has lLeen ne-
complished.  There is not as yot suflie-
ient hospital accommodation, and  so
the lepers wander abont in some of the
out-of-the-way places, and the dis-
case is propagated.  Inconnection with
the subject there is a eurions thing as
to a enre in the 17iji islands.

1L is vecorded, by a missionary who
has himself heard the tale from one
who aetually experienced what he nar-
rates,  Phe emre is efivcted by the poi-
sonous juice of the sinngnrn amd the
process is this:  The victim is taken in-
to a house away from the center of the
population. e is stripped of lhis
clothes and his body rabbed with rreen
leaves. Then a small fire is lighted
and a few pieces of the sinngaga laid
on it. When the smoke begins to as-
cend the man is bound hand and foot
and lifted over the fire until his hoad
reaches about fifteen inches  above
the gronnd.  There he is allowed to
writhe in his agony for sometimes
hours, till it is thought e has been suf-
ficicntly smoked. Then the body is
rashed and ollowed to bleed freely.
The man may live or die. For the
time he is left lying on the rough pal-
let prepared for him. 1f he lives he
gets better.  I'hat at least was the case
with the man of whom the missionary
“wrote.
